The body of 6-year-old Bobby Greenlease, kidnaped 
nine days ago in Kansas City and murdered the same day, 
was recovered yesterday from a shallow grave in St. Joseph, 
Mo., foHowing the arrest in St. Louis of two of his ab- 
cuctors, a man and woman, both of whom admitted they 
took part in the kidnaping. 

The man, ex-convict Carl Austin Hall, admitted he 
kidnaped the boy Sept. 28 but denied killing him. In 
Hall’s possession when he was arrested Tuesday night at the 
Town House, an apartment hotel at 5316 Pershing avenue, 
police found $293,992 of the $600,000 ransom paid by the 
$300,000 is still missing. , The ransom was the largest ever 
paid in a kidnaping, so far as is known.

There are no further records 
of trouble with authorities until 
Sept. 29, 1948, when she was in- 
dicted under the name Betty 
Justice in United States District 
Court in Kansas City on charges 
of harboring a federal fugitive.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7—Sena- 
tor Joseph R. McCarthy (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, has further extended 


his influence in the federal gov- 
ernment with the appointment 


of Robert E. Lee, a onetime 
auditor at the Roosevelt hotel 
in St. Louis, to be a member of 
the Federal Communications 
Commission. 

Lee, who is 41 years old, is 
a personal friend of the Sena- 
tor. His wife, Mrs. Wilma E. 
Lee, was matron of honor at the 
recent wedding of McCarthy and 
Miss Jean Kerr, a former staff 
assistant to McCarthy. 

The Lees and Miss Kerr par- 


ticipated with Jon M. Jonkel, | 


former Chicago publie relations 
man, ‘in the 1950 Maryland elec- 
tion “campaign in which smear 
tattics were used to defeat Sen- 
ator ~Millard Tydings. Jonkel 
was convicted of violating the 
Maryland Corrupt Practices Act. 
His man, John Marshall Butler, 
a republican, was elected and is 
serving in the Senate. 

Lee told reporters yesterday 
after his appointment was an- 
nounced at the White House 
that he did not ask McCarthy 
to obtain the job for him and 
that McCarthy “will get the 
same treatment as anyone else.” 
The appointment is subject to 
Senate confirmation. 

A former Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agent, Lee hes 
been serving as director of in- 
vestigations for the House Ap- 
propriations Committee and is 
reported to have had the back- 
ing of the Republican member- 
ship of the committee for the 
FCC post. At the time of the 
Maryland election he was mi- 
nority clerk of the committee. 


McCarthy this year has in-) 
terested himself to a consid-| 


able extent in the affairs of 


the FCC. Last April, as chair-| 


man of the Senate Permanent 
Investigating subcommittee, Mc- 
Carthy called FCC commission- 
er Paul A. Walker before him 
in secret session to discuss @ 
controversial license for a Mil- 
waukee television station. 
McCarthy was backing the 


Hearst Corp. in its effort to ob- | 


tain Milwaukee’s channel 10, 
also sought by Milwaukee school 


officials for educational use. 
McCarthy cautioned Walker to 


go slow on any move that would 


be likely to hurt the Hearst 


chances and favor the schools. 
The dispute has not yet been 
resolved. 

Lee's experience In television 
apparently is confined to three 
appearances as guest moderator 
on a program called Facts 
Forum, which is reported to be 


sponsored by Texas oil men, | 
including the wealthy Col. H. L. 


Hunt. McCarthy, a friend of 
Hunt, was a participant on the 
first program. 

'A native of Chicago, Lee fs 
the second person named to the 
FCC by President Eisenhower. 
The first was John C. Doerfer, 
from McCarthy’s home state of 
Wisconsin. Lee succeeds Walker, 
whose term expired in June. 
The Republicans now have a 
four-to-three majority on the 
commission. A commissioner's 
term is seven years. 

Lee joined the FBI as a spe- 
cial agent in 1938. His job was 
primarily the examination of 
records to obtain data for use 
in enforcing the anti-trust laws. 

He acted also as a public re- 
lations man for the agency and 
made speeches before civic or- 
ganizations. In 1941 he was 
made administrative assjstant to 
FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoover, and 
later became FBI chief clerk. 

Lee worked his way through 
Chicago schools as a drug clerk 
and part-time hotel auditor. 


From 1930 to 1935 he worked in | 


Chicago hotels and at the Roose- 
velt, and for three years was 
auditor of the American Bond 
& Mortgage Co. bondholders’ 
protective committee. 

Campaign ‘Delivery Boy.’ 

Lee told the Senate committee 
that investigated the Maryland 
election campaign that he was 
“kind of a delivery boy” in the 
campaign, in which his wife was 
more active than he. Shortly be- 
fore the election he was asked 
to see Alvin M. Bentley, a heavy 
Republican campaign contributor 
and friend of Miss Kerr and now 
a Congressman from Michigan, 
and obtain a $5000 check. This 
was used to open a bank account 
in the name of Mrs. Lee, who 
employed the fund to finance 
the mailing of thousands of cam- 
paign postcards. 

In 1947 Lee directed the 
preparation of a confidential re- 
port on the State Department’s 
handling of security matters 
which summarized investigative 


material on 108 persons. This 


report apparently was used 
three years later by Senator 
McCarthy in an effort to sub- 
stantiate his charges that there 
were Known Communists in the 
State_Department. Lee has said 
that he did not give the report 
to’ the: Senator.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7—It is 
a pleasure to report there is at 
least one government agency 
that has no personnel problems 
and that nobody is mad at. It is 
the President's Committee on 
employment of the physically 
handicapped and 
seems to want to co-operate with 
it, with the possible exception of 
a parakeet named Gabby. 

Several days ago at a meeting 
of the committee, President 
Eisenhower conferred on Harry 
E. Smithson of Detroit a gold 


and silver plaque in recognition 
of his selection as “handicapped 
man of the year.” Smithson, an 
advertising executive and pub- 
lisher who has been crippled 
for 27 years, raises parakeets 


eiprocate by presenting the 
Chief Executive with a sky-blue 
bird reputed to be worth $75. 
The bird is an accomplished 
orator by some standards. It is 
said to know 12 different 
phrases but Smithson had to 
admit he could not for the life 
of him teach it to enunciate “I 
like Ike.” The bird has not ex- 
pressed a political preference 
but several persons on hand 
when Smithson told the Presi- 
dent about it concluded a bird 
with such a vocabulary must be 
an Adlai Stevenson Democrat. 


Open Letter te Congress. 


Smithson publishes a maga- 
zine and booklets aimed at help- 
ing handicapped persons become 
useful members of the commun- 
ity. In one issue of the maga- 
zine, Outwitting Handicaps, 
were, for example, the following: 


An open letter to Congress 
appealing for tax benefits for 
certain categories of handi- 
capped persons; an inspiration- 
al article by a blind and deaf 
housewife and mother; an {illus- 
trated article on playing tennis 
with an artificial arm; a’ piece 
on typewriter keyboards for per- 
sons with one arm; illustrations 
of various gadgets to make life 
in an iron lung easier; descrip- 
tions of hoists for getting para- 
plegics in and out of automo- 
biles and beds, and a descrip- 
tion of a braille map to enable 
blind students to find their way 
around the 603-acre campus of 
the University of Washington. 


The fact that such a magazine 
illustrates . two 
things: One, that there are more 
handicapped persons in’ the 
United States than might be 
supposed, and two, that most of 
these persons can lead normal 
productive lives if provided with 
the tools and the environment. 

Dr. Howard A. Rusk, a former 
St. Louisan who has pioneered 
in methods of assisting the 
handicapped, once _ estimated 
that perhaps twenty million per- 
sons “have some physical or 
mental disability.” Last year the 
Federal Employment Service 
took new applications from 106,- 
000 disabled veterans. A total 
of 114,000 placements were 
made from new applicants’ lists 
and those in existence before 
1952. Last April there were es- 
timated to be 41,000 disabled 
veterans in 3000 counties seek- 
ing work; this total includes on- 
ly those registered with the 
Employment Service. 

Nine Million in Accidents 


The problem is by no means 
confined to veterans. Each year 
more than nine million persons 
suffer accidents. Many require 
rehabilitation or must change 
their type of work. There are 
something like 2,000,000 traffic 
accidents each year, about 100,- 
000 resulting in permanent dis- 
ability to an individual. In addi- 
tion there are farm and home 
accidents. An estimated 2,000,- 
000 persons need rehabilitation 
and placement service. 


There is an added factor in 
the situation—the increased 
life expectancy of the average 
American, The aging process 
brings out hidden physical hand- 
icaps. 

Adm. Ross T. MclIntire, re- 
tired, the industrious unpaid 
chairman of the President's 
committee, has this to say about 
the over-all picture and _ the 
committee’s relation to it: 


“The President’s committee 
is engaged in an educational 
program that will develop inthe 
minds of employers a rationale 
for the employment of physi- 
cally handicapped people, in- 
cluding older workers with dis- 
abilities. 

“We must be successful, for 
without an established practice 
of including in the labor force 
millions of handicapped people 
who can be made employable, 
greater economic burdens will 
be placed on taxpayers. 

“It is vitally necessary that 
we conserve manpower; in 
World War II we reached the 
‘bottom of the barrel’ in find-

|and women to serve in_ the

But it is not 
enough to use physically hand- 
icapped people only in time of 
national emergency. There must 
be a place for them in a steady 
national economy, so that there 
will not be peaks and valleys in 
their employment.”

Eleven persons have had the 
skin grafts from dead persons, 
seven of whom survived their 
burns, the surgeon said.

The skin of a dead person re- 
mains alive several hours after 
the heart and brain stop func- 
tioning, Dr. Brown said. When 
this skin is grafted on to a burn 
victim it stays alive and grows 
for about six weeks to protect 
the patient. 

The skin from corpses can 
also be preserved by refrigera- 


‘tion near freezing for 25 days 


to 50 days, Dr. Brown said. It is 
this finding which led him to 
believe that skin banks might be

ASSEMBLY GROUP 
IN FRANCE SEERS 
FULL EDC DEBATE 


Foreign Affairs Unit 
Said to Have Insisted 
on Delaying 6-Nation 
Parley at Hague. 


PARIS, Oct. 7 (AP) — The 
French National Assembly's for- 


eign affairs committee moved 
today to force a full-scale debate 
on European confederation is- 
sues—the European army, par- 
ticularly—before the end of the 
month. 

Meeting in a closed session, 
most committee members were 
reported to have insisted that 
the six-nation foreign ministers’ 
conference set for Oct. 22 at 
The Hague be postponed until 
the French parliament can give 
a verdict on unification pro- 
posals. 

The ministers from West Ger- 
many, France, Italy, Holland, 
Belgium and Luxembourg are 
scheduled to examine the draft 
statute for a six-nation “political 
authority” which their deputies 
now are working on in Rome. 

To Call Bidault. 

The committee voted to sum- 
mon Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault into closed session on 
Oct. 21—just one day before he 
is to meet with the other min- 
isters—for an explanation of the 
results of the Rome conference. 

Committeemen said the As- 
sembly should debate this before 
Bidault makes any commitments 
for France at The Hague, and 
hence the six-nation ministerial 
meeting should be delayed. 


Any debate on the political 
authority in effect would be a 
debate on the European army 
project since the two are closely 
linked in French minds. 

The committee also called Bi- 
dault to appear Oct. 14 to make 
a preliminary statement on the 
Rome conference, and give his 
views on the European army 


treaty (EDC), the status of the 
North Atlantic alliance (NATO), 
pending questions in Germany, 
and the status of the Saar. 
Bidault is scheduled to meet 
with West German Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer later this 
month in another effort to settle 
the long-pending French-Ger- 
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man dispute over control of the 
Saar.

Emerging Policy Pattern 


President Ejisenhower’s speech at Atlantic 
City was the first in a series described by the 
White House as “Operation Candor,” designed to 
deal with the problem posed by Soviet Russia's 
possession of the hydrogen bomb. 

The President gave no quick and ready solu- 
tion. In that he was only reflecting the nature 
of the problem. But if he spoke largely in gen- 
eralities, he made clear what the problem is 
and how he proposes to approach it. 

The world must choose, he said, between a 
“wasteful and devastating contest” to build 
ever greater stockpiles of atomic weapons, and 
a steady advance toward peace and prosperity 
“through the co-operative effort of its nations 
and peoples.” 

As of now, both the Soviet world and the 
Western world are compelled to devote the 
discoveries of science to increasing their mil- 
itary power. But down that path lies “sudden 
and mass destruction, erasure of cities, wind- 
rows of unidentifiable dead, the possible doom 
of every nation and society.” 

The President gave voice to the universal 
conscience when he said: “This horror must 
not be.” 

. . *. 

To avert this horror, to reduce the titanic 
force of the atom to “the fruitful service of 
mankind,” the world must shape a firm and 
just and durable peace—not suddenly by act 
of force, not by edict, threat or slogan, but 
“slowly and tortuously,” by “courage, know!l- 
edge, patience and leadership.” 

The President sketched only in broad terms 
the “intricate labors” imposed by the search 
for such a peace. He spoke of maintaining our 
defensive strength, of developing understanding 
of other peoples’ “legitimate aspirations and 
hopes,” of arranging systems of trade, of 
tempering age-old ambitions and hatreds, of en- 
couraging peaceful communication and mutual 
confidence. 

In Washington, Secretary Dulles was speak- 
ing a little more specifically of one particular 
peace initiative—the possibility of offering the 
Russians, jointly with our Atlantic allies, a 
non-aggression pact designed to give assurance 
against a revival of German militarism. Slowly 
a pattern of Administration policy is emerging. 
Its answer to the Soviet H-bomb in terms of 
defense is not yet clear, but on the diplomatic 
front the Administration appears to be yielding 
to world demand for some new effort to reach 
a basic settlement with the Soviet Union. 

Since Soviet opposition to NATO and the 
European Defense Community has always cen- 
tered upon the possibility of a rearmed Ger- 
many renewing its aggressive aims of the past, 
the Administration seems to be seeking some 
means of making the Atlantic alliance palatable 
to Moscow. It is trying to break the deadlock 
of the cold war in roughly the same way Prime 
Minister Churchill, Belgium’s Paul Henri Spaak 
and other European leaders have urged that it 
be broken.

One would be rash to at- 
tempt an answer. But Secretary Dulles does not 
make his task any easier when he ambiguously 
“agrees with” Senator wland on the subject. 

Senator Knowland says the price of any pact 
with Russia ought to be, in effect, a prior 
retirement of Soviet power from Eastern Europe. 
However desirable such a retreat would be, 
it is not likely to come about as the result. of 
threats or ultimatums from the West. 

If we tie the “liberation” of the satellites to 
the offer of a non-aggression pact, we can almost 
certainly count on its being rejected. To the 
Russians, that would look like paying two prices 


for a settlement—one, acquiescence in German — 


rearmament, and two, retirement from Eastern 
Europe. The Russians have clamped the satel- 
lites in an iron grip in part to insulate them- 
selves from possible European threat. They 
would have small incentive to give up their 
“cordon sanitaire” in exchange for a treaty. 

Liberation of the satellites is, of course, 
desirable from the Western point of view. But 
it ig more likely to come as the result of a 
peace settlement than as the precondition of 
it. And it is more likely to come from within 
than from without. 
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The Wheels Begin to Turn 

St, Louis's heartening response to the plaza 
bond issue proposal is already paying divi- 
dends. Mayor Tucker has assurances from 
Washington that federal funds will be advanced 
to facilitate redevelopment of the area immedi- 
ately to the north of the plaza. And the bond 
issue victory has stimulated movement toward 
redevelopment on the near South Side. 

Assurance of Washington's financial help will 
enable the city to reopen the office of the Land 
Clearance for Redevelopment Authority. This 
is the agency that handles the important pre- 
liminaries of buying and clearing land to be 
redeveloped. It was closed following the defeat 
of the bond issue in the first election last spring. 
Its reopening will be concrete evidence of the 


‘ city’s determination to revitalize itself. 


The stirrings on the South Side came from 
the newly-incorporated South Side Industrial 
and Commercial Development Association. This 
group will study the possibilities of promoting 
the expansion of St. Louis industry by clearing 
50 blocks of slums. It is moving slowly, but 
it would not be moving at all had it not been 
for the lift provided by passage of the bond 
issue. St. Louis ig opening its eyes; soon, we 
hope, it may be rolling up its sleeves. 
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Too Much Decentralization? 

The latest investigation of the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau promises interesting conclusions 
about the whole theory of decentralizing central 
government. This inquiry is in the hands of a 
Joint Committee on Internal Revenue Taxation. 

Following the tax scandals of recent years, 
former President Truman began the shift of tax 
collection powers from Washington to district 
and local offices. Some Republican Congressmen 
seem to view the move with suspicion because 
it was begun by the Democrats. 

President Eisenhower, however, has continued 
and even enlarged on this policy, so some Dem- 
ocrats are wondering if his Administration is 
not going too far. The extent of congressional 
caution for tax “reforms” is thus bipartisan. 

The result is the joint committee, which will 
study the tax reorganization plan, the reported 
low morale of the tax service, and the important 
question of whether localized enforcement of 
federal tax laws is the wisest approach. 

The history of the tax scandals shows what a 
problem this is. For example, former Revenue 
Collector James P. Finnegan's conviction 
stemmed chiefly from his relations with a firm 
in his local St. Louis area. But the trail also 
led to Washington, to former Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman William M. Boyle Jr., and te 


the head office, which never appeared eager to 
look at the St. Louis case. 

So it appears that pressure against the in- 
tegrity of tax officers can arise in the field office 
or in the capital'or both. There has to be ade- 
quate central supervision and double-checking 
along the path between the two. For the record 
of the tax scandals warns against extremes of 
either centralization or decentralization. 

The Eisenhower Administration, which is 
shaking up the revenue system severely, believes 
in the largest measure of localized responsibility. 
The new congressional committee. will try to de- 
termine the best measure.

Breather in the Dock War 

President Eisenhower acted wisely in order- 
ing the Justice Department ‘to seek the Taft- 
Hartley injunction in the eastern dock strike 
which has just been granted. There was in fact 
no other hopeful course, as the chairman of his 
three-man board of inquiry, David L. Cole, vir- 
tually said. The injunction, however, solves 
none of the points at issue; it only provides a 
breathing period during which a settlement 
may be sought. 

Federal Judge Edward Weinfeld is expected 
to extend the 10-day injunction after Tuesday's 
hearing to the fyll 80-day period permitted under 
Taft-Hartley. This would allow an ample breath- 
ing period provided the disputants really wanted 
a negotiated settlement. For the AFL's new 
longshoremen's union, however, a compromise 
with Joe Ryan's old ILA would mean surrender 
to the crime and corruption which led to the 
ouster of the Ryan union and the creation of 
a new, clean ILA. For the ousted union the issue 
must look like life or death. 

Perhaps the most promising development 
would be for the New York Shipping Associa- 
tion, representing 170 shipping and stevedoring 
companies, to sign with the new union if an 
election favors that union. The inquiry board 
said peace on the piers cannot be expected until 
this issue of jurisdiction is solved. It also said 
“a resumption of normal operations through the 
process of collective bargaining was exceedingly 
unlikely.” 

Accordingly, while the outcome Is still dark- 
ly clouded, the injunction may be expected to 
begin serving some useful purposes. It takes 
pressure off the Shipping Association to sign 
with the old union, It gives the National Labor 
Relations Board a chance to clarify the question 
of representation by conducting the election 
among the workers which the AFL wants. 
It provides a chance for New York and New 
Jersey's bi-state waterfront commission on 
Dec, 1 to set about regulating dock employment, 
throwing out the vicious shape-up system which 
is the key to Ryan's power. 

A fight to the finish between an unregenerate 
and a reform union was a desperate recourse, 
taken because all measures short of it had 
failed. A quick, pat solution is far too much 
to expect. If further progress on the way to an 
eventual solution can be made during the 
breathing spell offered by the injunction, and 
if violence meanwhile can be averted, that is 
perhaps as much as can be hoped for. 
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Speed Up the Cutoff 


Traffic is moving much better than it did be- 
fore the city’s new regulations were adopted, 
but bottlenecks stil] occasionally develop. One 
of these is at Vandeventer and the Express 
Highway. In the morning rush hour, Vandeven- 
ter sometimes gets so choked with vehicles that 
Express Highway traffic backg up as far as 
Tower Grove and beyond. 

Whatever can be done to provide immediate 
relief at this point, the situation emphasizes how 
urgent it is for the city and state to speed the 
Market street cutoff project. This would bring 
Express Highway traffic directly into Market 
street by an overpass at Vandeventer, and fur- 
ther expedite movement with an underpass at 
Grand boulevard. 

The state highway department hag advanced 
to the city funds to permit this project to get 
under way without further delay, the city to 
repay its share out of a future bond issue. Pre- 
liminary studies are in process and appraisals 
looking to acquisition of the right of way should 
begin soon. Since the Vandeventer bottleneck 
sometimes undoes much of the good work done 
by no-parking rules on Market street, it must 
be hoped that all concerned will expedite the 
cutoff project in every way. 
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Dodging a U.N. Bargain 

It is not necessarily true that, once having 
made your bed, you must sleep in it—at least 
not for ever, and ever, and ever. People are 
free to remake thelr beds and to change their 
minds, especially if these were not very well 
made up in the first place, 

Thus there was no compulsion on James F. 
Byrnes, in his first speech ag United States 
delegate to the Assembly of the United Na- 
tions, to plead for U.N. seats for 14 Western- 
sponsored nations while opposing membership 
for five Soviet-sponsored states. 

True, that has been the United States posi- 
tion ever since this question of admissions came 
up. But nobody ever did give a very good 
reason for it. To use a badly worn figure of 
speech, the needle seems to be stuck in the 
groove which proclaims that we vote against 
Russian proposals and Russia votes against 
American proposals. It would be a relief if the 
record gave with something new. 


The United Nations was not formed in San 
Francisco as an alliance of like-minded nations; 
the Assembly was not meant to be a club 
of cronies; the Security Council was not really 
conceived as a mutual admiration society. The 
fundamental premise was that there would be 
differences between nations in the future as 
in the past, maybe some pretty big differences. 
And the U.N. was regarded as an organization 
in‘ which the differing nations might talk out 
their disagreements instead of calling on their 
burghers and their farmers to reach for the 
rifle over the fireplace. 


To make this idea work, the founders of the 
U.N, felt that the membership should be made 
universal ag soon as possible—maybe shortly 
after the signing of the peace treaties which in 
those wartime days of 1945 were still naively 
expected to come almost as soon as the fighting 
stopped. In fact, the U.N. was not expected 
to get down to serious work until peace had 
been restored. Well, the treaty-making did not 
work out as expected, but the idea of universal 
U.N. membership is still a good one. 

The United States is right in arguing that 
Italy, Japan, Ireland and the rest of our can- 
didates should be admitted. But by the same 
token the Soviet-sponsored nations also should 
be let in. 

How could we lose, getting 14 more votes 
for Mr. Lodge while there would be only five 
more for Mr. Vishinsky? It's a bargain! 
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A Railroad Man Sees Red

Railroader criticizes editorial on lack of warning lights at grade 
crossing where young mother and infant were killed; says 
railroads have spent thousands on crossings, but motorists still 
ignore signals; no way for railways to make public be careful. 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


The deaths of a young mother, Mrs. 
Betty Mae Rains, and her 20-month-old 
son, when her automobile was struck by 
a New York Centra] train three miles 
west of Edwardsville, were tragic to 
all who knew, heard or read about it. 

But this same thing is happening 
every day on the streets of this and 
other cities without bringing forth an 
editorial such as the one of Sept. 24, 
“No Lights Flashed.” 

Is there any difference in the ulti- 
mate result if a mother and her infant 
son die ag a result 
of a grade crossing 
accident, or if they 
are fatally injured 
while crossing a 
street, or in the 
collision of auto- 
mobiles at an in- 
tersection of city 
streets, or on the 
highways? Is there 
any less responsi- 
bility resting upon 
governments con- 
trolling the use of 
our streets and 
highways to pre- 
vent the wanton 
killing and injuring of people by auto- 
mobiles? 

You have set out your editorial com- 
ment in this instance in a fashion that 
will stir up resentment and ill feeling 
against the railroads. You refer to 
“grade crossing death traps” as though 
the railroads had created hazardous 
grade crossings and were delighted 
each time an accident occurred at a 
grade crossing. 

You purposely leave the impression 
that the New York Central was wholly 
to blame for the accident resulting in 
the death of this mother and her son 
by stating the grade crossing involved 
“is unprotected. It has no gate, no bell, 
no lights that flash as a warning.” You 
do not state that it is protected by a 
standard railroad crossing sign warning 
the public of the existence of a crossing. 


Did you ever stop to consider how 
much money, time and effort the rail- 
roads have spent to prevent grade 
crossing accidents? 


Railroads preceded automobiles by a 
good many years and their tracks, for 
the most part, were constructed long 
before the vast majority of the present- 
day roads existed. 

Many of your so-called “death trap” 
grade crossings were unnecessary for 


public convenience and were construct- 
ed over the objections of the railroads. 

People preceded the autcmobile, too, 
but when a pedestrian is struck down 
at a street intersection do you rush in 
and insist on installation of flashing 
lights, automatic crossing gates, or 
grade separations? Do you see this 
action taken at each intersection where 
two automobiles run together? 

The City of St. Louis has recently 
inaugurated its new master traffic plan, 
including pedestrian control regula- 
tions, and it is due high commendation 
for its efforts in this respect. Its offi- 
cers have the power to enforce such 
plan and regulations, with a penalty 
provided for violators. 


But the railroads have no such power 
of enforcement. 

There is no way for the railroads to 
require the public to approach grade 
crossings with caution and observe the 
protective devices that have been placed 
at thousands of crossings. 

The recent tragic accident on Gravois 
road is a good example for you to pon- 
der. How can the railroads combat a 
condition such as that—where flashing 
lights were provided and were working, 
and automobile drivers approaching the 
crossing had an unrestricted view for a 
distance that is reasonable under any 
standard? 

It would be very interesting to know 
how many railroad employes have had 
to jump out of the way to keep from 
being struck by an oncoming automo- 
bile when they were trying to flag a 
street crossing for an approaching train 
or engine; and how many have been 
injured or killed whan they did not 
get out of the way in time. 

Take a ride on an engine with the 
engineer and see what he is up against 
in trying to keep from colliding with 
automobiles whose drivers. wilfully 
drive in front of his speeding train in 
spite of crossing gates and flashing 
signals, 

I am employed by a railroad in St. 
Louis and have several vears of service 
behind me. This editoria) comment of 
yours made me see red. It is not so 
much what you said as the way you 
said it and what you failed to say. 

It is easy to pass judgment from a 
swivel chair, but I for one feel sure 
your point of view would be completely 
reversed if you made a thorough inves- 
tigation with an open mind.

Dangers Inside a Democracy 


A FREE SOCIETY: AN EVALUATION OF CON. 
TEMPORARY DEMOCRACY, by Mart M. Heald, 
(Philosophical Library, 646 paes., $4.75.) 

Prof. Heald analyzes the problem of 
democracy today. He notes that for al- 
most half a century the democracies of 
the world have been struggling under 
conditions which ordinarily make de- 
mocracy impossible—actual war more 
destructive of life and transformative 
of society than was ever fought before. 

At the opening of the twentieth cen- 
tury it seemed that democracy was 
moving toward a triumphant position 
among most of the advanced peoples 
of the earth. But during the last 
35 or 40 years many who once sus- 
tained democracy, or strove for it, have 
rejected it. Even where it still persists, 


~ as here in America, 

a, the regulatory and 
f- a protective func- 
j é tions of government 

, are narrowing the 
zone of personal 
freedom and are 
assuming a charac- 
ter more to the ad- 
vantage of the to- 
talitarian state and 
less advantageous 
to democracy. 

Yet this does not 
necessarily speil 
the defeat of de- 
mocracy, Rather 
these trials may 
drive us to establish foundations for the 
free society more solid and enduring 
than ever before sustained that balance 
of freedom and equality which we cher- 
ish. Throughout history to date democ- 
racy has been a luxury, arising only un- 
der conditions most favorable for it and 
collapsing when these conditions were 
removed. The time has come when this 
kind of society must be transformed 
from a luxury into a necessity, and so 
ordered that it can endure the most 
unfavorable conditions. 

Thus our time sets forth the task 
and vocation of those who insist on the 
democratic way of life. This task is 
to transform democracy into a tough 
and flexible ordering of life. 

If all this is to be accomplished, how- 
ever, we must reconstruct our social 
order and reinterpret our philosophy 
of individualism. Above all we must 
achieve a more clear and adequate idea 
of the universal and basic needs of man 
because these must be our guide and 
goal throughout all the changes which 
we must undergo. 

An over-ruling rpose shaped to 
serve these inalienable and constitutive 
needs of human life can give us the 
kind of unity which, at the same time, 
provides for inquiry and dissent, respect 
for individual differences of opinion 
and action and unrestricted opportunity 
for choice and decision. On the other 
hand, such a unity of purpose will en- 
able the people to unite in common 
action to curb the arbitrary use of civil 
power. 

This book is the most comprehensive 
and profound study of the problem of

democracy which I have yet discovered. « 


The author does not allow his devotion 
to the American way of life to blind 
him to the problems and difficulties 
which beset us and the changes which 
we must undergo. He demonstrates 
quite conclusively that our chief danger 
is not external but internal. 

The totalitarian systems which con- 
front us are dangerous only by way of 
what they may cause us to do here in 
our own country and to our ‘allies in 
reaction to their threatening gestures. 
One must read the book to understand 
the task laid out for those who love 
freedom.

Symington replied that he had 
obtained first-hand evidence of 
serious distress because of | 


drouth, and cited instances of | 


a farmer selling a cow for $5 | 
and two sheep for 90 cents. “The 
animals were going to die, so 
anything he could get for them | 
was better than nothing,” the 
Senator said. 

No Loans Denied. 

Curtis had said, “No loans 
have been denied because of any 
lack of appropriated funds. Now, 
let’s. have this cleared up. If 
there are any drouth-stricken 
farmers who wanted loans and 
didn’t get them, let’s hear about 
it. Who are they?” 


Symington said that when 
Congress appropriated $150,- 
000,000 last July for a relief 
program, with the drouth in an 
early stage, there was a limit 


of $40,000,000 that could be 
spent directly on drouth relief. 
“Congress had no may of know- 
ing then how serious the situa- 
tion would be now with the con- 
tinuing lack of rain,” he said. 

Now, he added, $30,000,000, 
or three-fourths of the the avail 
able funds has been spent and 
much more is needed. That, he 
explained, is why he has said 
there should be a special ses- 
sion of Congress if more money 
it needed. 

The Senator pointed out that 
he beeame intensely interested 
in the subject because of the 
“tremendous” number of let- 


ters he had received, and be- i 


cause he had verified for him- 
self that “many farmers are g0- 
ing broke.”

Symington said the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture had prom- 
ised to tell him next Friday just 
how much of the $30,000,000 
spent has gone to Missouri. He 
also expects to learn this week

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North America, from Cali- 
fornia to Alaska, there are 
scores of rivers which salmon 
enter after being in salt water. 
Many salmon go up the Yukon 
river, and lay their eggs at 
points far upstream, 

A salmon usually goes back 
to the same river from which it 
entered the ocean. Fish of this 
kind have a keen sense of smell, 
and probably are able to tell the 
difference between rivers by 
smelling the water. 
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DURING their runs back into 
the rivers, hundreds of thou- 
sands of salmon are captured. 
These supply fish for the salmon 
industry; millions of cans of 
salmon ‘are put on the market 
each year. 

Other salmon escape nets and 
traps, or are allowed to go up- 
stream without any attempt be- 
ing made to catch them. It is 
simple good sense to let some 
of the salmon pass up the rivers 


eggs. 

In certain rivers, there are 
small falls and cascades which 
tend to block the way upstream. 
Adult salmon are able to make 
high leaps to get past such ob- 
stacles. Often a leap of six or 
seven feet is made by a large 
salmon,

Some other kinds of salmon 
live after spawning. These make 
short upstream journeys, and 
may spawn year after year. 

During the present century, 
several Pacific coast rivers have 
heen blocked when dams were 
built, Builders have provided 
elevators and “fish ladders” to 
weg 4 salmon pass the dams. 
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
